RESOLUTION. 


House Way by Porter Resolutions— 


Two Kinds Hit Hard by m. 


Representative. 


The House of Representatives on 


Monda?' by a vote of 303 to 61 pass- 
ed the Porter resolution declaring a 
state of peace between this country 
and Germany and the Austro-Hun- 
garian monarchy. The House would 
not adopt the Knox resolution and 
the Senate insists it will insist on the 
Knox and not the Porter resolution, 
and it said that both resolutions will 
probably be tied up a long time in 
conference. 
~~ 
Representativev Kelley, Republican, 


Representative of Michigan, made 
the telling speech against the resolu- 
tions saying: 
"I am opposed to this resolution, 


because I cannot bring myself to be- 
lieve that the supreme struggle of 
the ages to save free institutions and 
free Governments should be ended 
by a simple ex parte resolution mere- 
Iv declaring the existence of ,a state 
of peace. I do not believe that such 
a titanic struggle, with all its cross 
currents of interests, involving such 
momentous issues can or should be 
ended after the manner of a friendH" 
wrestling match—by a mere clasp of 
the hand. - 
"It is said in behalf of this resolu- 


tion that it merely declares the exist- 
ing fact of peace. I wish with all my 
heart that it partook only of this in- 
nocent and harmless character. 


"This resolution is not only an an- 


nouncement of peace, but it is the 
•agency, the very instrumentality by 
which peace is to be effected. Disguise 
it as we may by say-ng that ftirther 
action will be taken later by the Ex- 
ecutive—apologize for it as we must 
forever do—this resolution is the 
method by which Congress proposes 
to end the greatest struggle of all the 
ages. 
"And end it how? End it without 


a condition save that we shall not 
have lost any rights we acquired 
through the armistice: end it with- 
out exacting a pledge, a promise or 
a guaranty: end it without a require- 
ment that" the offending nation shall 
make good any part of that which it 
has wantonly- and cruelly destroyed. 


"'But it is argued that diplomatic 


and trade relations should be resum- 
ed. What matters a vacant embassy 
on Massachusetts Avenue for a while 
longer, or even a few weeks more o» 
incoavenient trade as compared with 
righteous and honorable terms and 
conditions of settlement of all the

Saturday evening, June iS. Farmers 
other than fruit growers are urged 
to attend this meeting since the sub- 
ect to be discussed is of interest to 
all classes of farmers. Mr. Heaton, 
of Chicago, will discuss the purpose 
and accomplishments of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation. 


In the words of Mr. Heaton. "Its 


work is to do for tfie American farm- 
er what the National Chamber of 
Commerce is doing for the business 
and commercial interests of America, 
tt is a service organization. It is, 
through its educational and publicity 
work, going to see that the farmers' 
problems are correctly interpreted 
to the people engaged in other pur- 
suits. It is, through its research 
work, going to be able to present an 
exact and fully worked out case for 
the farmer whenever and wherever 
demanded, before Congress, before 
State and National Commission and 
before die Courts in case the farm- 
ers' interests are in jeopardy. It is 
going to work out to the fullest ex- 
tent , possible the problems of co- 
operative marketing of farm pro- 
ducts and be of service in organiz- 
ing co-operative companies as well. 
It is better able to do all of this work 
than any other existing farm orga- 
nization because its mode of orga- 
nization will insure large funds for 
this sort of work." 


Are Being Organized in the Interest 


of Democracy. 


An intensive campaign designed to 
attract women to the Democratic 
party and promote the interests of 
Democracy in general is about to be 
launched throughout Pennsylvania 
with Mrs. Clarence Renshaw, of 
Pittsburgh, at the helm. Final phases 
of the movement were discussed last 
week at a conference in Philadelphia 
which was attended by Mrs. Ren- 
shaw, Miss Mary Archer, of Read- 
ing, Pennsylvania's woman member 
of the Democratic Xational Commit- 
tee, and Bruce F. Sterling and E. B. 
Zimmerman, chairman and secretary 
respectively, of the State Committee. 


Mrs. Renshaw, who is chairman of 


the Womens State Committee, an- 
nounced that the nucleus of an orga- 
nization had been formed in every 
county, and that in many sections, 
despite reports to the contrary, the 
party is on a firm basis. 
On this 


foundation it is the intention of the 
women to build substantially. Start- 
ing with the division or precinct as 
the basic unit, they propose to move 
upward until they finally succeed in 
organizing 
the 
entire 
Common- 


wealth. 
Women candidates will be placed in 


the field for at least one office at the 
approaching county election. 
This 


decision will hold in every county of 
the State. 
Mrs. Renshaw believes 


that much good might accrue from 
the election of a woman jury com- 
missioner in counties where this of- 
ficial is to be selected. 
"To my mind."' said Mrs. Renshaw. 


•'the success of the Democratic party 
in Pennsylvania depends on two 
things, organization and vision. The 
whole work of organization depends 
entirely on- the division or precinct. 
The task of organizing these sub-di- 
visions is well under way and I be- 
lieve that by the time the fall cam- 
paign gets started we will be in a 
position in many counties to make 
an excellent showing."' 


The Stafe chairman added that it 


is her plan to hold monthly ward 
meetings, and in the near future she 
exoects to call a State-wide session 
at 
Harrisburg. "The 
Democratic 


ideals'/' she added, "are those of Mr. 
Wilson. In my canvass*of the State 
I find not only Democrats, but many 
Republicans. still clinging to the prin- 
ciples of government and interna- 
tional co-operation laid down by the 
former President."' 
Mrs. Reashaw stated the Demo- 


cratic women, as far as she had been 
able to determine, are looking with 
favor on the proposed Constitutional 
convention. 
A few da\"s ago, she 


said- letters were sent to the county 
chairmen asking them to sound out 
sentiment in their neighborhoods 
with reference to the convention. In 
the same letter the chairmen were 
requested to get a line on women 
Democrats -who might consent to 
stand as candidates for delegate. 
In organizing the women. Mrs. 


Renshaw explained, a concerted drive 
toward the ranks of the independ- 
ents is to be undertaken. "There are 
thousands of women, and men. too. 
in Pennsylvania,"' she stated, "who 
maintain a voting independence. In 
casting their ballots they are guided 
almost entirely by the fitness of can- 
didates. For that reason we propose 
to place in the field candidates whose 
charcter and general fitness for the 
offices to which they aspire will at- 
tract the independents and meet -with 
their approval."' 
Through "the efforts of Chairman 


Sterling and other leading Demo- 
crats, the women have been assured 
sufficient- funds to carry out their 
work, at least during the preliminary 
stages. Later on it probably will be 
necessary to call on the entire body 
of Democrats to provide the neces- 
sary funds to continue the task of 
organization. 
"At all polling places," said Mrs. 


Renshaw, "we are going to have 
•women -watchers and inspectors and. 
if necessary, we will endeavor to 
have women election officials. It is 
not our intention to displace consci- 
entious and efficient men officials, but 
if we find an opposite condition pre- 
vailing -we will endeavor to supplant 
them with women."' 


Mrs. Reashaw asserted the women
